pu blicity man, who is now doing 
pu blic relations work for the 
Crosley Radio Co. There is Rex - 
ford Gu y Tu gwell, now employ ed 
by a large molasses firm. There is 
Ray mond Moley , now in the pu b­ 
lishing bu siness. There is Lewis 
Dou glas, now profou ndly con­ 
cerned with the manu factu re of 
cy anamid. There is Hu gh John­ 
son, who ceased cracking down 
from a lofty perch in Washing­ 
ton in order to become a widely 
sy ndicated newspaper colu mnist. 
All these are only a few of the 
more conspicu ou s ex amples.The 
New Deal, in fact, begins to look 
like a regu lar breeding grou nd 
for big bu siness ex ecu tiv es and 
specialists of one kind of an­ 
other.

We hav e read many stories in 
the American press in recent 
months of the New Deal in 
France. We hav e been told that 
Paris --has adopted a modified 
American sy stem for pu lling the 
cou ntry ou t of the depression. 
Along with this hav e come dis­ 
tu rbing stories of the financial 
situ ation in France. Let u s hope 
the two facts are not related. The 
New Dealers in the United States 
claim credit for pu lling the cou n­ 
try ou t of the depression, al­ 
thou gh it is generally admitted 
that we hav e not improv ed as 
rapidly as su ch “tory ” cou ntries 
as Great Britain and Canada. 
Yet “New Deal” France is still in 
bad shape and according to re­ 
ports is getting worse. It wou ld 
be rather discou raging, there­ 
fore,-to believ e that the Paris 
New Deal had any thing to do 
with the situ ation. 
Ov er in France they hav e had 
a forty hou r week and mu ch gov ­ 
ernment regu lation, with a re­ 
cent mov e toward federalization 
of all of the railroads. Despite 
this the franc has been sinking 
and it is now believ ed necessary 
to do something drastic. 
It is not su rprising therefore 
to learn that France is planning 
to desert its radical or so-called 
New Deal cou rse to sav e the 
franc.

All that is necessary 
to get this money is to present 
the receiv er’s certificate to the 
bank.

Ponder 
the rosters of most big leagu e 
clu bs. 
Who is behind the renaissance 
of baseball? Obviou sly, the big 
bu sinessmen. Most of them are 
fans.

What expenses do these bu si­ 
nessmen meet? Salaries: For the 
major leagu es, $3,200,000 this 
season; for the Yank ees, cost­

Salt Lake City (A*)—Archery , 
a centuries-o ld spo rt, is o n the 
co meback trail—thanks to Amer­ 
ica’s co llege students. 
The bo y s and girls hav e made 
it a fav o rite 
recreatio n. 
The 
wo men are do ing well, acco rding 
to Mardee Ro binso n, a 23 -y ear- 
o ld bo w-and-arro w maker. 
Ro binso n’s sho p stands o n a 
spo t where, no t lo ng ago , the 
Indians were making bo ws and 
arro ws fo r deadly purpo ses. 
“ Archery ,” he say s, “ is suffer­ 
ing fro m a widespread belief 
that it is a ‘sissy ’ spo rt. 
“ But it’s a man’s game, ev en 
if there are mo re wo men taking 
part in it. 
“ Yo u wo uldn’t call an Indian 
a sissy , especially if he had a 
huge, 
co pper 
fist 
wrapped 
aro und y o ur fav o rite head o f 
hair. 
“ Well, the Indians used a 3 -o r 
4 -fo o t bo w that pulled o nly 3 0 
po unds. No w, men use 5 - o r 6 - 
fo o t bo ws that pull fro m 40 to 
100 po unds.” 
(The pull is the amo unt o f 
strength required to draw back 
the bo wstring befo re discharging 
the arro w.) 
“ The archer o f to day is far 
mo re ex pert than any Indian,” 
say s Ro binso n. “ The Indians had 
to make their bo ws and arro ws 
fro m any wo o d av ailable. We use 
y ew wo o d fro m Orego n and Po rt 
Orfo rd cedar fro m Washingto n. 
“ As fo r the bo w-and-arro w’s 
place in hunting, I kno w o f men 
who hav e bro ught do wn bear 
with arro ws.”
